The  flight  path  of  the  object 
closely  approximates  the  descent  and  turn  executed  by  the  aircraft  just 
prior  to  entering  initial  approach.  Reduce  power  on  the  aircraft  coupled 
vdth  surface  noises  in  the  neighborhood,  could  have  accounted  for  the 
observ'ers  not  hearing  any  soimd*  During  my  investigation,  I have  observed 
T-33  s-ircraft  from  approxiiiiately  the  same  angle  and  under  siraular  15^ht 
conditions  which  prevailed  at  the  time  of  the  sighting,  and  have  noted 
an  optical  illusion  in  \/hich  the  aircraft  appears  to  assume  the  shape 
of  the  object  reported  by  the  observers.
